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of the Mafes. 1 could mention many anec* 
dotes of his life and my mother's (who was 
a moil beautiful woman, and had many 
excellent qualities) ; but, as 1 defign to 
confine myfelf to my own hiftory, the rea- 
der mull excufe me. — I difcovered a v^ry 
early attachment to literature, and had fo 
happy a knack at reciting particular paf- 
fages from the baft Englifh writers, that 
my father, pleafed at my progrefs, fliced 
me under the tuition of the famous Quin, 
who poliflied me to the higheft degree in 
the fcience of elocution. My friends, who 
were very numerous, had a high opinion 
of my oratorical powers ; and my very 
enemies pronounced their approbation 
founded in juftice. I remember, the finl 
fpeech I made in a diilinguilhed debatinu^ 
ibciety, was received with the greatcft 
applaufe ; there was a genilman of emi- 
nence in the affemb^y, who wrote word 
to Paris that I was the iineft fpeaker he ever 
heard ; and my old Preceptor, Quin, who 
was fitting down to fupper on a John Dory, 
exclaimed with j-apture, when a gentleman 
gave him the intelligence, ** Ay I — 1 taught 
the boy to fpeakl" 

My father died ^when I was in my 
twelfth year, which opened a glorious

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prorpefl of eanbly felicity ' I continued 
to £gare away in the fplendid walks of 
faftiion till my grandfather died, which 
happened when I reiched my two- and* 
twentieth year. This old gentleman, who 
wai univerfally beloved for his probity, 
jultice, and humanity, left me heir to an 
excellent eilate, which J wa; pitt into im- 
mediate pofTelUon of. 1( I was furfeited 
with adulation, prior to this, I was nov 
fick to death; the prefs groined bcneftth 
the fervile burthen, and every printer's 
devil could number among my panegyrifts 
as ma y literary daubers as fliouted at 
the heels of Wilkes and Liberty, or sir 
Goeftery Duntlanatthe renowned elcdion 
at Garrat. It was this, I believe, that 
Jifft pave me a diQike to men of genius, 
for, from that time- to this, I have not 
changed a word with any of the fervile 
group, but Dr. Johnfon, My tenants in 
elevated life congraiulated me wiih, I be- 
lieve, much liniJerity ; but (he tranfport of 
my under-tenants was of another com- 
plexion j they loved me, but they thought 
I wanted all that folidiiy that made my 
grandfather adored among them. They 
would fometimes abufs him, and their 
aiiufe was blended with no fmal! {hare of 
acrimony. 
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acrimony which often reached his ears, 
and to which I heard him make this juft 
obfervation, " My tenants are flrange peo« 
pie, they abufe me very much among 
themfelves, bat I have obferved they will 
not fufFer any (Irangers to do fo." Indeed 
the old gentleman deferved every kindnefs 
at their hands ; for though he was not by 
birth a Briton, yet his aiFedlions were ri- 
veted to the interefts of his tenants. Tn« 
firfl a^ion of my life that was received by 
my numerous cottagers as oppreiCve, was 
an order I had given to the publicans on 
my eftate to raife their beer an halfpenny 
'a pot, which made fo great a noife that 
I was heartily forry 1 had done fo. It un- 
fortunately happened the friends or com- 
panions I made were very oiFenfive to my 
tenants, whofe averfion to me was ilill 
embittered by the following lingular affair: 
I had heard much of the fpaniels of Scot* 
land, and was very defirous of having fome 
to fpolt with me round my eftate, which 
I immediately acquired, and which I found 
the moft docile creatures in the world. My 
attachment to thofe faithful companions be- 
came fraternal, nor could I take the leaft 
amufement without fome of them being 
about my peifon. In a few months my 

tenants 
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tenarU complained biiiei!/ that they had 
not left a duck or dcjUlitig about their 
boufes. nor a Tingle thing ihac wa; fit to eat, 
but v/hat ihey had devoured. What could 
I do ? Fraternal love in one fcale, and the 
cries of affliflion in the other; the laft I 
knew to be the compofition of envy, ha- 
tred, and malice, ard made up of noihing 
bui wind, while the firft is the immediate 
offspring of heaven, and fecond to none. 
My belt way I thought wa^ to (hut my ears 
to ihe'r cries, which I inftanily did: nor 
have I opened rhetn to their complaints on 

that fcorefrom that hour to this. While 

my friends were biify looking cut for a Wife 
for ms, on the death rf my grandfather, I 
happeneJ to meet wiih a copy of verfes. 
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Pruflia, and written by ; 
Germany; 1 was fo fmitten w.xh (heir ex- 
cellence, that J inftanily b,-came enamoured 
lyith the fjir writer, and having fecu her 
p'ftL're, which ivhs in t'le pofTelTion of the 
geniUtnan who favoured me with a copy 
cf the verfes, I inllantly declared my de- 
ttrmination to marry her. Some of my 
friend declared sgiinft it, becaui'e ihe. wjs 
without lortuiici whilft others fee up her 
bir:h, humility, a>.d goad'fciife, as ctj'.iir 
valcnt 
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valent to the greateft dower in , the power 
of fortune to beftow. To cut this matter 
fhort, we were married, and Heaven has 
biefTed us with a progeny beyond our moH 
fanguine wi(hes. 

My wife has fome remarkable features in 
her chara6ler, like moil other women ; thofe 
that take the lead are muiic and jewels. 
She is a bitter enemy to ladies' feathered 
heads, and the flate which fome of her 
neighbours have been known to fupport in 
vifiting her ; one in particular, who was 
an illulUious encourager of the Engliih and 
their manufar^ures, and whofe memory is 
as dear to thoufands as love and gratitude 
caa make it; 1 mean the excellent Lady 
Alnwick. — lam as fond of mufic as fhe ; 
being convinced, with Shakefpeare, that 
*' die man that hath no mu lie himiblf, nor 
is not moved with concord of fweet founds 
is fit for treafons, flratagems, and fpoils." 
Indeed (he faid one evening, when fhe cafl 
a glance at her numerous children, and tap* 
ping me on the check, with niuch hilarity at 

the fame time, " I think, G , we have 

fiddled to fome tune.** Yes, my love, re- 

Elied I, and the talkative part of our neigh- 
ourhood fay we w ill never be tired. " What 
is it to them?" rejoined fhe, ** they won't 

pay 
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pay Ae piper, though we were to dance till 
doomfday," Ai to t!ie ladies' feathers, I 
am not fond of them myfelf, ror do I like 
to fee a lady drefled above the attire of a 
qaalcer, or the lefs adorned habii of rural 
fimplicity. 

My wife's attention to the cdocation of 
her children deferves great praife; I (hall 
beg leave to mention one citcomftance re- 
lative to their pocket-money. They all 
have a ftated fom allowed, proportioned 
to their age ; my wife requires ihcm to give 
an account how they difpofe of it; they 
are fure lo receive a leflure if a confiderable 
portion is not beflowed in fome commend- 
able charity, that is free from onentatiAn. 
One of the little ones hearing a news.paper 
read, faid to his mother, " I cannot think, 
my dear mother, what a prifon isf" Upon 
its being explained, and anderftanding that 
the priionera. were half ftarved for want, 
*' That," replied the child, " is very crael, 
for the prifon is bad enough without ftarving. 
1 will certainly give my charity in bread lo 
pocr prifoners ;" which was accordingly 
ordered. Thus it is that, in the minutiz: of

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moft itblemn arguments and tedious rea- 
fonings. 

The reader may perhaps (hiile at me for 
being thus particular, in defcribing what he

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SHORTLY after I came into the poiTeffiori 
of my eftate, Iwalked one morning into 
my library, where I found one of my under 
librarians afleep in a cHair.

In the comedy in queftion, oeca- 
lional interpolations by the a£tors have 
been long allowed. Prompted by a fudden 
impulfe of friendfliip, Mr, Aickin accord- 
ingly, while the crack-braioed Buyes was 
venting forth to Smith the contempt he 
entertained for his ciitidfms, pulled afide.

A tax on all fchemers, which, from the in- 
ventive genius of idlenefs, would produce 
annually at lead 900,000].

fecularizatlon, had been governed by 33 
prelates, of whom Ernellus, Duke of Saxony, 
who died in 1513, was the laft. In the year 
1303, Henry D'Anhalt was appointed the 
26th archbilhon of Magdeburgh ; he went lo 
Rome for the piirpofe of getting his appoint- 
ment confirmed, and of being confecraied by 
the Pope. Hia Holinefs, not expefting lo 
lir.d in a German any great depth of learning, 
bu 'ill obliged to make ths Prelate eleft go 
thi gh the form of an examination, aflced 
hJn lie coiild fay the Lord's Prayer. The 
new e'nbifliop was confounded, and knew 
not Wt.at anfwer to make, for he did not un- 
deriland what the Pope meant by the words 
the Lord's Prayer. His principal chaplain 
feeing his prince's embarrallineni, obferved 
to his Holinefs, that the prayer in queAion 
was not known in Germany by the name of 
the Lord's Prayer, but fay that of the Paler 
Najler. The i'relate could mutter ibe Pater 
Ncjier, but knew not by whom ic had been 
compofed. Clement V. who was then Pope, 
did not pulh the examination any further, 
but 
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but confecrated Henrv, and gave him the 
Pa11iuin> the mark of his archie pifcopal dig- 
nity. The ignorance of this archbiihop 
will appear the more extraordinary, as he 
was by birth a prince of the family of Anhalt» 
which is fUll of fo much confequence in the 
empire. 

Swift while at Oxford, )^ad penned fome 
verfes which he fubmitted to the infpeiflion 
of Dryden, in hopes of gaining his appro- 
bation. But the anfwer he received from 
that celebrated author, was, '' J would advife 
you, young man, to purfue fome other ftu- 
dies : for, depend upon it, you will never 
make a poet." 

This anfwer Swift never forgave ; and to 
this may be attributed that feverity with 
which he treated his discouraging advifer 
ever afterwards. 

Such is the intelligence gained from one of 
the firft literary chara6lers of the age, which 
at once opens the fource of Swift's feverity, 
in his Batrle of the BookSf and feveral othef 
pieces towards Dryden.

Anecdotes of Frederic IL 



When the celebrated Dr. Zimmerman was 
at the court of Berlin, one day in converfa* 
tion with the king, his majefly alked him if 
he could afcercain how many patients he had 
killed in the whole courfe of his pra£ltce ?-— 
<* That is an arduous taik," returned the doc- 
tor, ** but I think I may venture to fay, not 
by one half as many ai your Majeily."^ 

Field -Mar (ha! Count von S n, re-. 

quelled his roajefty to promote his fon in a 
military line; the following anfwer was fent 
him: 

Nol le, and well beloved, 

I have confidered the requeft of your let- 
ter, dated May 22, a. c. ard I mull acquaiiu 
you, that I have a coniiderable time ago g-ven 
orders, that no Count fhall ever be admitted 
to ary coniiderable rank in my army : for 

commonly 
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commonly when they have ferved me a year 
or two, they leave the army and return 
home. If your Ton wifhes to enter into tny 
fcrvice, he mull entirely forget that he is a 
Count; and if he does not improve in bu 
profelliont he can never be advanced.

As it y/as an cfEce of 
much confequence, the king was offended at 
the prefumpt'on and importunity of fo young 
a man, and inflead of any anfwer to the pe- 
tition, he wrote -underneath : 2d Book of 
S.imuel, chap. x. verfe 5 ; and returned it.— 
The youn^; clergyman was eager to examine 
the quotation, but to his great difappcir.t- 
ment, found the words : Tarry at JerUha 
until your beard ir groivn. 

The King of PiulTia had heard that a cor- 
poral in his regiment of body guards, who 
was well know as a rentarkably handfomc and 
brave young man, wore out of vanity a watch 
chain, fufpended from a leaden bullet in his 
fob. He had the curlofity to inquire into 
the circumllance himftlf, and an opportunity 
was contrived, that the king fhould meet 
the corporal as by chance, wrihout his fof- 
pc6lir.g any defi^n- " Apropos, corpo- 
ral," faid the king, " you arc a brave fellow,

ittg out a gold nuatch fet "joith diamonds^. " By 
my watch it is five; what o'clock are you, 
pray?" Corporal? pulling out 'with trembling 
hand his bullet) . My watch tells me neither five _ 
nor ^ix, but (hews me clearly the death I am 
to die in your majefty's fervice.— — — 
King. " Well then, that you may hkevvifs 
*' fee. the kour among the- twelve, in wkix:h 
" you are to die in my fervice, I will give 
" you mine." 

The advantageous terms "-ranted to the King 
of Pruffia at the peace ot 1763, were in a 
great meafure obcained by th-s abiliciea in ne- 
gociation of that eminciU minifler. Count 
von Hert74berg. When, after the conclufion 
cf ihe peace, he waited upon his majelly, the 
king addrefledhim in thefe words : " My dear 
" Henzbeig, you have concluded the peace,' 
** as I have condufled the war : one againll 
** many." 

General WInterfcId was, as is well known, 
one of the firft generals of the late king. He 

was 
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was once ordered upon an expedition of great 
importance^ and the king promifed him ao 
army of not lefs than 40,000 men for the 
undertaking. But upon muftering his troops, 
Winterfeld found that there were haraljr 
i2»coo efFedive men. He complained, there- 
fore, to the king ; but Frederic anfwered :— 
•* Your army is m my opinion ftrong enough, 
when I coniider that you are at the head 
of it." 

The king marched forward with his army, 
and left General Winterfeld behind him.— 
He had already taken leave of the general, 
and mounted his horfe, and rode on to a con- 
fiderable diftance, but fuddenly he turned 
back, and alighting, he embraced him and 
faid : '< I had almoft forgotten to give you 
the only inftrud^ions you lUnd in need of: 
they are, that you preferve your life, for my 
fake.*' But a few days after the general died 
upon the bed of honour, and the king felt 
his lofs feverely. 

A clergyman fent the king a treatife he 
had written upon the fin againli the Holy 
Ghofl, and received the following anfwer 
in the king's own hand : *' Your nn againft

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" the Holy Ghoft I duly received, and pray 
" God that he may have your renfe* in hi* 
" holy keeping." 

The impertinence of one of the king's 
pages was To great, that the king in a paflion 
gare him a box on the ear, and dircompofed 
the drefs of his hair. The page immediately 
turned about toalootung-glafs, and began to 
adjuft his curls, " Scoundrel!" cried the 
king," whitimpudenccisthisf"^'' I ihould 
be rorry.Sire, (replied the page) if the people 
in the anti-chamber fliould perceive what has 
happened between ua." The king laughed 
heartily, went away, and left the page in the 



A peafant and his wife came to the king, 
and prefented a petition. He a&ed them 
what they wanted ? and when they had told

" We have been there already," "aid the pea-

The general told him 
the whole of his long name. '« O ! " faid the 
king, *' the devil himfelf has not fuch a 
name." — "Neither," replied Zaremba, "is 
he any relation of my family." 

General Ziethen, as age and infirmities 
advanced upon him, once fell aQeep at the 
royal table. " Let hini fleep," laid the 
king, " he has watched long enough for our 
fafety." 

At a general review, curioAty had brought 
together an incredible number of people,— 
*•' By what means," a&ed a prince who rode 
with the king, " may all thefc people get 
their livelihood ? " The king . immediately 
anfwered; " By cheating one another; and 
every one of them* without exception, by 
cheating met

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In a Roman Catholic town in Silefia, Te- 
vera! of the filvcr offsringi dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary were dircovere<ljo be miSing, 
After much fruideft fearch and inquiry who 
□light be the thief, the clerk obferved that a 
certain foldier was always the firft to attend 
divine fervice, and tnelail to quit the church 
ai:d a fufpicion nitaraliy fell upon him. He 
was therefore flopped the next time he went 
out, fearchcd^ and fcveral of the offerings 
were foiind upon him.

dom wrought, could not be fuppofeJ to hafe 
entirely ceafed." The king, in confequence 
of this deci(ion» wrote underneath the fen- 
tence the following: 

<< The fuppofcd thief is acquitted pf the 
<' crime laid to his charge, as he continues to 
<' infift upon the truth of the miracle; and as 
'' it is, according to the unanimous decifion 
" of the divines of his church, not impof^ 
•* fible but that it may have happened. But 
** I hereby prohibit, under the fcvcre.l pc- 
** nalties, that he in future accept of any 
** prefent whatfoever, either from the holy 
Virgin, or from any other faint, under any 
pretext whatever. Fr^dtric*^ 

The town of Grifcnberg had the misfor- 
tune to be burnt to the ground, and the king 
generoufly rebuilt the whole place at his own 
expence. The inhabitants fent deputies to 
the king, who was then at Hirchberg» to re- 
turn him thanks for this benevolent proof to 
his favour : " You have no rcafon," faid the 
king» " to thank me : it is my duty to aflill 
my fuhje^ls in diftrefs. For no other purpofe 
am I king.". 

It is well known that Frederic the Second 
rofe remarkable early va the morning, and in 

general 
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general sillowed a very Ihort part of his tune 
to deep. But as age aDd infirmliies increared 
upon hiin,his Aeep wai broken and diQurbed, 
and when he fell aileep towards the morning, 
he freqtienily milled his uAial early hour of 
rifmg. This Ms of time, as he deemed it, he 
bore very impatiently, and gave ftrift orders 
to his attendants never to fuifer him to fleep 
longer than four o'cbck in the morning, a:id 
to pay no attention to his unwillingnefs to 
life. One morning at the appointed time, 
the page whofe turn it waa to attend him, 
and who had not been long in his fer- 
vice, came, to his bed and awoRC him, " Ltt 
mcjieep hut a liliU longer," faid the monarch, 
" I am fiili murh fatigued." — '* Youf majefty 
has given poliiive orders I ihauld wake yoa 
fo eaily," replied the page, " But anolhir 
quaritref ait hour mort." — " Not one minute," 
laid the page, " it has llrtick four, I am 
ordered to infill upon your majelly's rifine." 
'■ »'(tf,"faid the king, 'jpoa an a iravilad;

When in the Bavarian war, the king of 
PrufTia retired with his army outof Bohemia, 
the I'rince of PrulEa* condufled the divifioD

together 
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under his command, with fo much fkill, con- 
rage, and fuccefs, that the king expre fled his 
admiration and fatisfa^lion in the warmcil 
terms. He afterwards went to meet him, 
and faid to him: " From this day I fha'l no 
more look upon you as my nephew." The 
prince was (Iruck at being addrefled in this 
manner, but the king foon relieved him, by 
adding : " I (hall in future confidcr you as my 
fon. Yea have done every thing that the moft 
experienced of my generals, every thing thai 
I myfclf could have done upon the occafion." 



The king had a great regard for the Englilh 
ambrffador, Mr. MitihelL During the d- 
cond Silefian war, Mr. Mitchell informed hlni 
that the Englilh had gained a very confider- 
ab!e advantage over the French, and made ufc 
of the expreffion : " J^y the help of God ^ wc 
liave entirely defeated the French." — " So," 
faid the king, *' is God one of your allies ?" 
— ** Certainly, Sire," replied Mitchell, *'and 
he is the only one who demands no fubfidies 
of us.** — ** And he often fervtfs you accord- 
ingly," returned the king. 
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together to the bottom of a flight of flairs, 
and neither would go up lirlt, and cake prece. 
dence of ihe other. Tliey Rood and bowed, 
and fcrapsd, and complimented, and each 
politely wiihedio give way to the other. -At 
laft the King of PruSia got behind the Em- 
peror, and pulhed him forward. " Ho! 
ho!" faid the Emperor, "if you begin to 
mancEuvre with me, I muft unavoidab'y go 
where you pleafe !" and walked up liril. 

When Voltaire was at the Pruflian court, 
and peaceable enjoyed the highelt admiration 
and praife that fapeiior talents and wit couM 
infure, an Englifh gentleman arrived at Ber- 
lin, wiio had fo extraordinary a memory, that 
he could repeat a long compoG ion in profe 
or verfe, if once read or recited to him, 
without milling a word. The king had the 
curiafity to put him to the tefl; the Engliih- 
man appeared, and fucceeded to the altonilh- 
nient of the whole court. It happened that 
immediately after this irial, Voltaire fent the 
king word, that with the king's permiliion he 
Ihould do himfelf the honojr to read to him a 
poem he had juft finiihed. The king gave him 
permifiion to come, but at the Came time re- 
folved to divert hirafelf at the cxpenc? of th= 
poet. He accoidinfily placed the Englilhman 
S behind 
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behind a fcrccn, and ordered him to pay pcr- 
iicular attention to what Voltaire fliould read; 
Voltaire came, and read his poem with much 
emphafis, in hopes of obtaining the king's 
w&«ni approbation. But to his great difap- 
pointmenithe kingfeemed perfedlly cold, and 
indifferent to what he was reading. The poem 
wa^ tinilhed ; Voltaire aflced the king his opi- 
nion upon it, and received for anfwer : *' That 
his majefty had lately obferved, that Monfieur 
Voltaire fathered the works of others, and 
gave them out for his own — This was a de- 
gree of effrontery he fhould not have thought 
him capable of, and he could not but be j 
highly difpleafed at it. Voltaire was aflonilh- 
cd 1 he complained that he was wronged, and 
protefted by every thing facred, that he did 
not dckrve the reproach. ** I will immedi- 
ately convince you,'* replied the king, ** of 
the truth of my afiertion. The verles you 
have juft now read, are the compofition of an 
JEnglifli gentleman, whofe claims arc undoubt- 
ed.*' Voltaire defended himfelf with Hill 
more warmth,* and fwore the poem was his 
own. Well then," faid the king, "come 
forth, Sir, and repeat the vcrfes of which 
Voltaire pretends to be the author." The 
Engliihman came forward, and with the 
greateft compofure repeated ike poem, with- 
out 
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cut m fling a fingle pnfTags. "Now," cried 
the king, "are you obliged lo oinhCs chat 
my accufationij true ?" H^avenb !" ctifd Vol- 
taire, "why fleeps your lightning ! why ij 
yoor vengeance witli-held from puniDiJng the 
crimes of a mircreanc, who dares lo rob me 
of my laurels! Here forccry is employed, 
and 1 am driven to defpair !"— The king 
laughed heartily st the poetic fury, and re- 
warded the Engli hmin liberally for the 
amufement he had procured him. 

Soon after hii coronation, he pronounced 
the fotlo.ving memorable woids, whidi were 
afterwards publicly maJe known through- 
out his dominion- : / •zt-itl, that •whenever ii

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trebled. But their memorial was returned, 
and the following was written at the bottom 
in the king's own had: Blejfed are they who 
do not fee f and yet belie've. 

The king obferved upon a march, tiiat 
one of the chaplains wa? very well mounted. 
** So," faid he, *'that is againft all rule, for 
it is written : Go, into all the world, and 
leach; and you ride!" — O! replied the 
chaplain, if your majefty underflood the ori- 
ginal, you would find the words, *' Take 
care that you get on in this world." 

The king was once leaning out of a window 
in the palace, and obferved through an open- 
ing between his arm and his body, that one 
of his pages took his fnuff-box from the table, 
looked at it, and at laft took a pinch.

The page was alarmed at the queftion, 
and for fome time was unable to give an an- 
fwer, but faid at laft, trembling : '« Very 
much, iiire. " Well then," replied the 
king, " take it, it is yours ; for the ufe of 
two perfons I think it too fmall." 
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A Nobleman prefemeJ a memorial to the 
kir.g, requelling a favour. In this meniorial 
the nobleman had ured the exprefflion, that 
he was one of the unhappy family ef *"". 
Whether the king thought the re que ft 
improper, or had other reafons of dif-- 
pleafure is not kno^ ; bat he retarned 
the memorial, and had written at ths 
bottom : 

" I cannot conceive how the family of 
(I •■■•■ (iiould be aahapfy, as the)' are all 
*' rich kA ftHfid." 

In a fmall town through which the king of 
Prullia travelled, the burgo-mafter (whofe 
mame was Dederick) waited upon him, and 
bagan a fet fpeech with thefe wordi ; 

Tkou demi-god, great Frederic! 
The king Hopped him lhQrt,and added : 
Thou fool complete, like Dederick ! 

Which put an end to his fublime harangue, 

A young nobleman retarned from Pari*, 
where he Ipenc the greiteft part of his for- 
tune, and had acquired nothing but a com- 
plete knowledge of all the taverns, btotheU, 
S 3 coffee 
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coffee and gaming-houfes of that city; fooc 
after his arrival, he petitioned the king to 
give him fome lucrative poft. In anfwerio^ 
his petition, he received a royal official co-l 
ver, which inclofed, to the great furprize 
and difappointment of the young gentleman, 
T'he Ace of Diamonds, 

Frederic 11. once travelled through i 
fmall town, and obferved upon his entrance 
at the gate a man who continaally bowed to 
him. He inquired who he was : I am, re- 
plied the man, the burgo-mafter of this place, 
and infpeftor of the different manufactories. 
So ! faid the king, and bow many manufac« 
tories have you in this town ? The burgo- 
mafler enumerated them ; and affured the 
king, that they were all in the moft flourift- 
ing condition. ** I an^ glad of it," replied 
the king ; •* but can you tell me, how many 
" threads are ufuaily taken to the warp, and 
" how many to the woof of a piece ?" 

This queftion was totally unexpe<flcd, and 
too deep for the infpeftor ! He could give no 
anfwer.; and his embarrafTment appear- 
ed in his looks. <* Sir," faid the king, "you 
•* arc a blockhead ; go and inform yourfelf 
•* better about your manuiadories." 

The 
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The common council of a fmal! town in 
Churmarck imprifonei one of the citizens, 
upon an accnfatiop thai he blafphcmed God, iht 
king, anii tht right ivarfiiffiil the ceamen 
caiiHcil. The burgo-maller re orted the af- 
fair to his majcliy, and humbly begged to 
know his majefty's pleafure in regard to the 
punifhment of fo atrocious an offender. The 
following was written upon the margin of 
the report, and retarned to him : 

" That the prifoner has biafphemed God, 
" is a proof that he does not know him i his 
*' blafphemy againft me, I forgive bim ; bat 
'* as he hat biafphemed the right worlhipful 
" Che common council, I will puni(h him in 
" &n exemplary manner, and f=nd him to 
" Spandau to be imprifoned for half an hour, 
Frederic." 

While the king was laying out his garden 
at SanS'Souci, a mill was in \\\s w2lY, nnd he 
ordered the miller to be treated with for the 
purchafe of it. The miller was loih to fdl 
his mill, and the king olFarcd to build him 
another in any part of the conniry be ihould 
choofe. But all was in vain, tiie milftr ivould 
not part with th* old fimiiy mill. " Don't 
you know," faid the king, " that if I 
•■ pleafe 1 may t.ikc you mill, turn you 
S 4 " out 
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*' out, and not pay you a farthing for it ?" 
♦• Ay/' replied the miller, ** that you might, 
** if there was no fuch thing as a fupremc 
*' court of juftice at Berlin." The king 
laughed heartily, left him his mill;, and al- 
tered the whole plan of his garden. 

Frederic was one day converfmg with an 
£ng!iih gentleman, about the (late of aFairs in 
England, at a time when a great part of the 
nation appeared, from the public prints, to 
be engaged in a violent oppoiition to the go- 
vernment. After fundry inquiries and re- 
marks, the king began to talk in a very 
high tone concerning the meafares which 
he would have adopted, if he had been king 
of England. The £ngli(hman coolly replied, 
** If yourmajefty were to be king of England, 
*• you would not remain in your office three 
'* days." 

A major-general in the Pruffian fervice, 
who was an able officer, and a man of merit, 
was obferved frequently to fpeak in very 
flrcng terms of the bleffirgs of liberty, and 
the huiAiliating cnains of defpotifm. This 
being reported to the king, Frederic wrote 
to him, * Monf. major-general, 1 muft beg 
' that you will no longer continue to play the 

• part 
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■■ part of Brutus in my dominions j or otbei'- 
■ wife, I (hall be obliged to conrpire agaiaft 
• your liberty.' 

In the year 1 753, a literary man Tent to the 
king (he plan of a literary work, and a letter, 
in which he informed him, that Voltaire and 
Mont-jfijaieu had exprelTcd their approbation 
of his d'.'fign, and had fubferibed (o hrs work; 
but that he did not choofe to refjlve upOn 
\ pablication, till he had z]fo the honoitr of his 
majefly's name, Frederic wrote back ; 
" You are too difficult: the names you have 
" mentionsd to rne, are worth more than 
" thofe of all the kings in Kurops. I will, 
" however, add my na;ne to your lift, that 
" I may have my name inclofed with theirs." 

The princefi Elizabeth Chriftina Ulrica of 
Brunfwick, who wai married in 176; to 
the prince-royal of i'rulTia, was afterward? 
divorced from him, and kept in a kind of 
confinement at Stettin. At the time when 
this prircefs ivas in that fitoation, flie gave 
or:lers to have fome rich ftuffi fent from 
J. vans, and direded to her at Stettin. As 
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the princefs had given no diredions for the 
payment of the duty. The princefs was high- 
ly incenfed at this ; but fent word to the col- 
leftor, that (he would fatisfy his demands, 
and defired him to come himfelf wiih the 
(luffs for that purpofe. Her orders were 
obeyed, but the colle^or was no fooner in- 
troduced into her prefence, than fhe took 
the fluffs from him with great indig- 
nation, and at the fame time gave him two 
or three cuffs in the face. The col- 
leflor, enraged at this treatment, addreiTed 
a long and very formal memorial to the 
king, fetting forth how much he had 
been difhonoured in the performance of his 
duty. To this complaint Frederic returned, 
in his own hand, the following anfwer : *Thc 

* lofs of the duty, muft be placed to my ac- 

* count ; the (luffs muft remain with the prin- 

* cefs ; the cuffs with him that received them. 

* As to the fuppofed dilhonour, I cancel it at 

* the requell of the complainant : but is of it- 
« fclf null ; for the white hand of a fair lady, 
€ cannot poffibly dilhonour the face of a cuf- 

lOm-hcufe officer.* 

While the late king was in exile at Cuftrin, 
his affable difpofition acquired him a great 
number of v^tj warm friends^ for whom he 

4 reiained 
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retained aparticuUrafte£lioii. Amang thefe 
were the preDdent of the provincial court, 
M. von Miiochow; lieutenant general and 
governor M. von Lepel; coutifellor of war 
M. Hanf, and Baro- von Blrkholz, Their 
friendfhip, fhown him in this time of his dif- 
grace, w-*s amply rewarded by him. The 
fon of Munchow he made min:ft-"r of ftate, 
created him a count, and a knight of the 
order of the Black Eagle. Hanf died as 
counfellor of the fupieme board of revenue, 
and M. vot BirkSolz was made prefident of 
the provincial court of Novm^k. Wh;n 
M. von Schoening propofed this laft gentle- 
man to fupply the place of M. von Roihen- 
burg, whole infirmities obliged him to refign, 
the following converfaiion took place, which 
is an inrtance both of the good memory and 
of the generolity ofthekir,g.— KiKG. Did 
ntt this Biriiilz tnarry a lini/^/'lir of Muh- 
th-,^? ScHOENiHC. Yej. Sire, a daugh- 
ter of your minifter of ftate. King. / ii:o!u 
it', hi has tbes alurgifartuni, Schoeking. 
No, Sire, he i; in narrow circumftances. 
King, fhtn Ifuppofehe hai dif-paied hhfir- 
tune- ScHOEKi NO. Tnis is not the reafon. 
Sire; the Ruffians have ruined his eftites. 
King. So \ then be dtfirws, and Jbdi ha'vt 
ike frcfid'mj. 

S 6 Frederic 
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FreJciic II. wheo prince of PruMa, ftr^ 
as paflionate'y found of the chace as hisfacbc^ 
It was part of his duty, as a member of ti^^ 
board of domaiqs at Cuftrin, to travel ann^^ 
ally through the towns and countries fubjeft to 
ihc cortroul of his beard. Upon thefe touw 4 
he made ufe of an open carriage, in which ' 
he conveyed fire-arms ready loaded; ard 
whenever he happened to efpy any game, he 
immediately converted a journey of bufinefs 
into a fnooiing party. Upon fuch an occa- 
fion he once danced to drop a glove; and 
in attempting to take it up again, he touched J 
the tiigger of a gun in fuch a manner, that ' 
it went ofl', and difcharged its contents clofe 
by his ear through hif hat. Full of the idea 
how fatal this accident might have been to 
him, he leapt from the carriage, broke the 
gun to pieces againll a tree, ^nd fwoie a (o- 
iei72n oath, that he never in future would dif- 
chaigc a gun in the purfuit of this his favou- 
rite amufement. This vow he never broke; 
and had the German princes- in general fol- 
lowed his example, the pcafaius^ would have 
IfTs reafon to complain of the deftrudion of 
their fields and fencefj and of the ruin of 
their har veils. 
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Frederic II. had the moK dutiful regard 
for his mother as long as (he lived. This was 
particularly evident on days of ceremony or 
feilivity at court. Nothing could exceed 
the refpeilful attention he publicly paid her 
upon thefe occafions. Notwith Handing the 
cruel and unjuft treatment he faffered from 
his father, he never forgot or neglefted the 
filial refpea and duty he owed him. His Me- 
moirs of Brandenburgh afford, in the life cf 
his father, many proofs of his legard. The 
following anecdote liiews how much he \i- 
iptitiid Sis memory. Hs heard accidentally 
that there aijl lived in Poifdan a very old in- 
vrlid, who had ierved under hia grandfather 
Frederic i)ie lirft. He accordingly ordered 
bis chaoibetl.-iin to bring the old man to 
court. At the time appointed the invalid 
appeared at the palace, clean and ver^ de- 
cency dreffcJ,'and was introdjced. The 
king aOted him a great variety of quelVions ; 
inquired into the details of battles and cam- 
paigns in udvch he had brcn prefe.it; in whit 
regiments, and under what generals he had 
at different times fervcd ; and made a num- 
ber of fimilar incjulries, to ai! wh'ch the in- 
valid returned very fausfadory a:ifivers. Tho 
kiT.g feemed vi:ry well p!ea,cd with the old 
mail, and entered into a long and familiar 
cc^- 
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c<hlverfation with him. At lad the honeft 
veteran became fo bold and talkative, that 
without being afked> he began as follows: 
" Now I am talking of that, 1 can't help tclU 
" ing your majelly a comical joke we once 
** had when your majefty's fkther was prince 
'^ of Pruflia. I happened then to be one of 
** his fuite. One day he took a trip to Potf- 
** dam with the prince of DeiTau ; and as we 
*' got to Zahlendorf, we found a cowherd 
" lying fall aflecp by the road fide ; and for 
*• the lake of fun, and a devilifh good joke it 
" was, we cut off the tails of all his cows "— 
** Oh!'* faid the king, with a ftern counte- 
nance, '* that is not true of my father;" 
and immediately turning about, he ordered 
his chamberlain, who flood by, to givt the 
man ten dollars, (about il. 13. 43.) and 
left the aftonifhed and perplexed invalid, 
whofe indifcretion in telling a circumftancc 
unfavourable to the late king's humanity, 
probably deprived him of a comfortable pro- 
vifion. 

Frederic difliked all unnecefTary form and 
ceremony; and whenever the nature of cir- 
cumflances made a degree of ceremonious 
pomp necefTary, he feemed to feel himfelf 
unesfy in the pan he had to a(fl. Upon his 

accciTioQ 
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.ac:e(riOn to the crown, h was requilite that 
he (hould teceive the homage of his fabjefts 
in the capital) of hia different dominions. The 
Marqijis d'Argen, accompanied him upon 
his tour; and had the honour of inttrufling 
the king in ihe ceremonial of the rolemnity. 
After having received the ceremonial of his 
Pruflian dominion! at Koningfberg, he a&ed 
the marquis, whether he had not performed 
his part well? Very well Indeed, replied the 
marquis ; but I know one who did it better. 
And who is that I faid the king. Louii the 
fifteenth, aitfwered the marquis. Oh ! faid 
the king, and I can tell you who performs ic 
better than either of ui, and that is Baron 
the player. 

The Rev. Mr. Kletfchke, chief chaplain 
to pi re of the army, requelted in a memorial 
that the king would grant him a right to ap- 
point all chaplains to the regiments under 
his carci and endeavoured by many argu- 
menis to prove that this right more pro- 
perly belonged to htm, than the commanders 
of the feveral regimenia. The king's a\i- 
fwer, wrote under the memorial : " your 
ki'igtltm is mt ef ibis laorld." 
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A man who upon his fettling in the king's 
dominions, had received the ufufcJ. advan- 
tages given to new colonics, who had a houfe 
and cattle provided for him> and had been 
furniflicd with every other neceflary, was 
diifatisfied with his fituation, and in hopes to 
induce the king to grant him dill more, 
waited upon him, as he travelled through 
the place, and told him that he ihould leave 
the country with his wife and children, and 
go where he cculd b^ much better off. But 
the king, iniiead of encouraging him to ilay, 
or making him any further promifes, as he 
expeded, replied cooly : " You are quite in 
** the right there, my good friend, for if I 
" knew a place where I fhould be better off, 
" than where 1 am, I would certainly go there 
•' myfelf." 

The king of Pruilia had very ftridly or- 
dered that no officer fhould wear any drefs but 
his uniform. Notwithftanding this a young 
officer drefl'ed himfelf in a plain coat, and 
walked with a lady in the royal gardens at 
Sans Souci, as he fuppo'ed the king was gone 
to Potfdam. But fuddenly, as he turned at 
the end of a villa, he met the king, who im- 
mediately afked him: *' Who are you ^ Sir P^* 
Tfe? officer, not having taken the precaution 

3 to 
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to change his iwor^, found himfelf at once 
' betrayed ; but had Itill prefence of mind 
enough to lay ; " I am an officer, but am 
here incognito-" The king was pleafed with 
the anfwer, and faid ; " then take care tbt 
king ikn'tjkeyou." — And walked on. 

The nobility of Churmarcic petitioned the 
king, that they might be allowed (he free 
iinportatioa of axraclc and rum for their 
own ufe, and be excufed from piyiug iha 
duties of exciie upon thefe articles. The 
king returned .their petitioa, and had writtes 
nnderneaih : " No ! it would be highly 
" iodecent in my nobility, to habituate 
" themfelves to.driiik drams." 

The ladies of the two prefidents of tha 
courts of juitice and revenue at Cleves, were 
continually difputiag about ihtir refpeflive 
raalu ; and the lady of the prcfident of the 
ccurt of juitice inlilted that in all public pla- 
ces ihe was entitled to a jank fjperior to the 
Other. This enraged her rival to fudi a de- 
gree, that llie wrote to the king, and prayed 
that he would decide which of the two ladies 
had a right to gofirjl. The king wrote bjck 
to her the following laconic anfwer. " Tji; 
greatelt fool goes fiiJt." 

The 
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The king orce rofe very early, and walked 
into the garden at Sans Souci. He there o^- 
ferved a boy employed by the gardener, ^ho 
feemed very bafy in pruning a row^-of peach 
trees ; as the boy had not worked long in the 
garden he did not know the king. ** You 
are very early at work to-day," faid the king. 
" Ay," replied the boy, " that's what I 
muft, for if the old bear (meaning the king) 
comes into the garden, and does not find the 
work done, nothing is right." " Bravo! 
my fon>" faid the king, '< I would have you 
always think fo." — and walked further. 



The king once rang the bell in his cabi- 
net ; but as nobody anfwered, he opened 
the door of the antichamber, and found his 
page fad afleep upon a chair. He went up 
to wake him : but coming nearer, he ob- 
ferved a paper in his pocket upon which fome- 
thing was written. This excited his curi- 
ofity ; he pulled it out ; and found that it was 
a letter from the page's mother, the contents 
of which was nearly as follows : ** She re- 
turned her fon many thanks for the money 
he had faved out of his falary, and had fent 
her, which had proved a very timely affift- 
ance. God would certainly reward him for 
it ; and if he continued to ferve God and his 

king 
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king raUhfully and conlcientioufly, he cou'd 
not fail of fucccfs and profperity in this 
world." Upon reading this, the king ftepC 
fofiiy into his. clofet, fetched a rouleau of du- 
*cau, and put it, with the letter into the 
page's pocket. He then rang fo long, 'till 
the page awoke, aiid came into the clofeti 
" You have been afleep, I fuppofe," faid the 
king. The page could not deny it ; flam- 
onered out an excufe : put, in hu embarralT- 
(nent, his hand into his pocket, and felt ths 
rouleau of dacais. He immediately pulled 
it out, turned pale, and looked at the king 
with tears in his eyes. " What's the matter 
with you.'" faid the king. Oh I replied 
the page, fomeliody has contrived my ruin ; 
1 know nothing of this money. " Wbai 
" God bejio'-jj! " returned the king, " he bt- 
" fta-wi in fiiep. Send the money to your 
" mother ; give my refpeils to her, and in- 
" form her, that I will take care of hei and 

The excire office had condemned a foldier 
who was convifled of fmuggling, to the pay- 
ment of a fine of looo dollars. The fen- 
tence was as ufua! fent to the king for con- 
firmation : but he returned it, with this que- 
ry written in the margin; " Before I can 
" confirm 
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^' confirfn the above fcntence, I am very cu- 
** rious to know, what xneafares are intended 
** to be taken^ to oblige a common foldier 
^* to pay a fine of 2000 dollars ?'* 

The king of Prurffia made it a point to re- 
turn every mark of refpeft or civility fhewn 
him in the ilreet by thole who met him. He 
one day obierved at taUe> that whenever he 
rode throvgh the ^ftreets of Berlin, his hat 
was always in his haAd^ Baron Pollnitz, 
who was prefent> faid, '* That his majefty 
hgd no occafiob to notice the^vility of every 
one who polled his hat off to him in the 
ftreet.** ** And why not ?*' anfwered the 
kli^ in a lii^ely toae> " are they not all hu- 
^^ man beings as well as myfelf.'* 

. A fliort time before the king's death, a 
good appointment had been given to a fubal- 
tern in his army. The warrant was, as a{ba«^ 
laid befor he kir.g for his appn *^ation and 
lignature : uat inP:ead of figning it, ha drew 
under it, a man hanging upon a gallows : 
having recollededfome particular occurrence, 
in wUch hs had behaved improperly, and 
rendered himfeif unworthy of promotion. 
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At a review in PmlTia, a woman reqoeftcd 

the king to grant her fon, who wa^ a private 

in the guards at Poifdam, leave of abfence, 
that he might have an opportunity of vifiting 
" her. The king did not comply with her re- 
quelt, but upon his return to Potrdanii hein- 
turmed the foldier that hismolher wasin good 
health, and defired to be aftedioriately re- 
membered to him. The following year tha 
king wat again in Prullia, and the woman 
came again to requeft the fame favour. The 
king knew her immediately, and before (lie 
could fpeak a word, informEd her, that her 
fon was weli, and would be very glad to feo 
her ac PocTdam. 

In the battle of Torgau, the kitig com- 
manded the left wing of his army, and began 
the attack upon that part of the A uftri an for- 
ces, which weK very advantageouily pofted 
upon the hills of Siptiz. By the united bra- 
very of general Ziethen and Leftewiz, thii 
poll towards evening was forced, and the 6ay 
decided in favour of the Prullian army. The 
following night was extremely cold, and 
the fuldiers had lighted fires in different part* 
of the camp. Towards morning, the King 
quitted che left wing, and rode along the front 
of the army towards the right. When Ik ar. 
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rivcd at his regiment of guards he alighted, 
and went and placed himfelf by the fire, 
furrounded by his brave officers and grena- 
diers. Here he propofed to await the dawn, 
and to attack the enemy again in the morning, 
if they ihould not have retired, which, on I ^ 
account of the darknefs of the night, could M| ^ 
not be afcertained. In the mean time he rn- ■ ^ 
tered into converfation with the common fol- 
dicrs, extolled the bravery they had (hewn 
during the aftion ; and encouraged them to 
fight as they had hitherto done. The gre- 
nadiers preflfed nearer and nearer upon him ; 
and at laft one of them by name Rebiak, 
with whom the king often fpoke, and to 
whom he Hill gave money, ventured to a(k 
him, *<^Where he had been during the bat- 
tle ? Formerly,*' continued the grenadier, 
" we were accuflomcd to fee ycu at our head, 
leading us to the hotteft of the battle ; but 
this time we did not fet eyes upon you, and it 
is not right in you to forfake us.*' The king 
then informed him with the greateft conde- 
fcenfion, that he had commanded the left | 
wing of the army,ywhich had been the rea- 
fon why he had not appeared at the head of 
his own regiment. In the mean time, the 
king had unbuttoned his blue great coat, and 
the grenadier obferving that a mufket ball 

fell 
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fell from his cloaths, and that the bullet had 
perforated both his uniform and his furtout, 
he cried with enthufiafm, '* You are ftill our 
old Fritz. You flill Ihare every danger with 
us. With pleafure we will facrifice our lives 
for you :" and the whole guard joined him 
in exclaiming, long live the king ! Another 
grenadier faid. Now, Fritz, we hope you 
will provide us comfortable winter quarters. 
'.' The devil you do," faid Frederic ; " let 
*' us take Drefden, and then I will provide 
** for you in a manner, that will, I think, 
" fatisfy you." 

Upon a forced march in the fecond Silefian 
war, the king rode at the flank of a troop of 
horfe, and heard one of the men in a diftant 
part of the troop cuife and fwear in* a moft 
dreadful manner. He then rode nearer, and 
heard the foldicr, with the moft (hocking 
oaths and imprecations fay, ** that he wifhed 

this d d life had one day or other an 

end." «* You are right, my fon" cried 
the king, " fo do I ; — but what is to be done ? 
•* we muft wait patiently till peace can be 
'• made." 



In 
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In the year 1759, the king and his army 
were in fo critical a fituation^ that for feveral 
nights he did not get any fleep. At laft he 
was fo fatigued, that he could no longer re- 
fill the calls of nature; and an oiHcer> who 
perceived it^ made an arrangement that he 
fhould not be difturbed by the guards polled 
round his tent. The king obferved that 
fomething unufual was going forward, and 
inquired what it was. 1 he ofticer told him. 
The king then called him into his tent, and 
afked him if he had eaten any thing? (for he 
knew that there was the utmoll fcarcity of 
provifions in his army) . The officer anfwered 
f« Yes;" but. by his looks, and the fhrug- 
ging of his (houlders, it was evident he had 
not. The king then took a wine bottle: 
and having held it to the light to fee how 
much might be left in it, he poured a fmall 
glafs half full, drank it himfelf, filled the 
glafs with the remainder, and gave it to the 
officer with thefe words, " This is all I 
have." '^ 

In the battle of Torgau, the king was 
flightly grazed by a mufket ball. All his 
aid-du-camps being fent with orders to differ- 
ent parts of the army were abfent, excepting 
itount Frederic d'Anhalt (now lieutenant ge- 
neral 
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neral in the Ruffian fervice.) Tlie king wag 
at the head of his troops, in the midil of dan- 
ger. Count d'Anhalt entreated him to retire, 
in order to have his wound dreffed. ** No," 
replied the king, ** We mull now endeavour 
*• to flop the prevailing confufion, and figlic 
** for vidlory, or my life is of no confequence.** 

♦ 

Another time one of the king's pages, who 
was clofe by him, had his horfe (hot dead un- 
der him. The page fell, and flruck his ribs 
againll the hilt of his fword withfuch violence, 
as to bend it entirely crooked. With looks 
in which were pidlured the pain and^fear he 
was in, the page attempted to run off. 
*' Where are you going?" — cried the king, 
*' take your faddle with you." The page was 
really obliged to take off the faddie, while 
the king flood by him, during a hail of fhot 
from the mufkets of the enemy. 

In the year 178Z, the king went out to fee 
feverai mines blown up, which had been laid 
the autumn before near Potfdam, in order to 
make an experiment, whether the powder 
would keep dry and good in them through 
the winter. Tne experiment fully anfwered 
the Ring's expcftation, and he fecmed highly 
fatisfied, when fuddenly all the officers who ac-.

the major had retired, the king aflced, 
" What is it that lean do for this man, what 
does he want more!" One of the officers who 
was prefent, informed the king, that the 
joi had a hatnt of addiag, withoat any kind 
of 
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of meaning to every thing K- faid, " What 
good will thai do me ?*' " Well," faid the 
King, " i (hould have known that, for in faft 
I have given too mu:h: however he majr 
keep it, as he lias got it." 

A French nobleman, who waited upon ths 
Icing at Sani-Souci, exprefled his aflonilh- 
meni at feeing the emperor's portrait in every 
apartment of the place, and ailced the kingt 
what might be the reafon of his thus honour- 
ing the portrait of hi; greatcft enemy ? "Oh!"

*' for the good I leave undone ; and you arc 
*' in the lame predicament. You muft be 
** ilridlly impartial, and judge without re- 
*' fptft of pcrfcns, let the parties be princes, 
** noblemen, or pcafants. This I muft infill: 
'* upon, or you and I may part at once% Have 
** you any ellates ? " 

No, Sire I 

" Will you buy any ?** 

1 have no money Jo do it. Sire, 

•* Well then, you~know what poverty is, 
'* and fo much the more is it your duty to 
" ailill tliofe who are in diHrefs.** 

The king once obferved from a window 
in the palace, that a great concourfe of people 
were reading Ibmething lluck up againft a 
wall, and he fent one of his pages down to 
fee what it was. The page returned and in- 
formed him, that the paper contained fatirical 
obfervations upon the new regulations in the 
colIecLt'.on of the duties upon coffee. «« Go 
down again," laid the king, '* and get the 
** bill palled lower, that tl-ey rray read it 
'* more conveniently ; it is too kigh for 
" them." The 
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The name of Quintus Iciliui was originally 
Guichard. He was the fon of aminufaflurer 
ofeardienware in Magdeburg, when the king 
look him into his iervice, and changed 
his nanje. It happened, that foon after the 
king had eftablilhed the maniiFaaory of por- 
celain at Berlin, at his own expcnce and rilk, 
Quintus cont:adi£led fomething he faid at ta- 
ble. " Hold your tongae," faid the king 
with a degree of anger, *' how {hnilld you 
" know any thing about ihe matter; you are 

■' but thi fon ot a potter !" " How can 

now your majefty reproach me with being the 
fon of a potter," replied Quintus, "when 
you are a potter yourfelff" '1 he king could 
not refrain from laughing, and gave the coo- 
verfation another turn. 

The great partiality of Frederic II. for 
dogs, has been frequently the fubjeil of ridi- 
cule. His great attention to thefe ^thFul 
ai^d innocent companions of mankind, may 
perhaps be attributed to the goodnefs of hit 
heart, and even a weaknefs arifing from that 
fource is amiable. 

He had fi;vera! of thefe animals of whom 

he was particularly fond, and in all his rooms 

were a number of fmall leather balls, with 

which be ufed to play with them. One of 

them 
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t}iem called Biche, was his particular favourite, 
bad been his companion in many of his cam- 
paigns, and at her death he ere£led a fmall 
monument to her memory in one of his gar- 
dens at Potfdam. 

A gentleman fuppofed he had difcovereda 
deficiency in a certain fund at Stettin, and 
communicated his fufpicions to the king, ap- 
parently without any felfifh views. An in- 
Suiry was accordingly fet on foot, but no 
eficiency found* An application was made 
in confequence to his majefty, requefting 
that he would punifh the informer, to which 
ke returned the following refolution:

Frtderie, 

Frederic had fcarce moantcd the throne, 
when feveral inhabitants of Ruppin waited 
upon him, and requeued the payment of very 
conlidcrabk fums, which they had lent him 
when prince of PruQia, and under the dif- 
pleafure of his father. He at firll refufed to 
pay them, and faid, they aAed wrong in 
having lent him any money in the fituation 
he was then in. " This," they anfwered, 
" we cannot deny ; but your majefiy will cer- 
" tainly highly difapprove of our conduAin 
•' refuting to pay our creditors, which is en- 
" tirely out of our power, Dnlefa your ma- 
" i^'^y gracioufly refolves toaffift us." The 
king was itruck with their anfwer ; paid their 
demands; and in the conrfe of his reign gave 
the town fever<J proofs of his favoar. 
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In a. diftria of Weft Pruflla, a dreadful 
llorm of rain had done great mifchief 
whole diitriA. The inhabitants reprefenteil; 
their diftrefs to the king, and he feat themi 
the following anfwer ; ' 

" I have heard of your trisfortune
